Gang .. 


A couple weeks ago I posted a message to the list about excessive 
leakage around the mechanical filters in my 75A4. I first noticed 


the problem after updating the 2nd mixer output circuit to remove B+ 
from the mechanical filter input coils. I had some reports from some 
of you, that even some late model unmodified receivers suffered from 
the problem. 


>From a practical viewpoint I have eliminated the leakage. Here's 
what I did -- a trial and error approach. 


First, I replaced the axial lead 2mH choke I used for the 2nd mixer 
plate load (L32 in the late production schematic) with a toroidal 
inductor. Did this on the off chance that part of the problem was 
radiation from this choke. My impression, based on "before" memory, 
is that this did in fact reduce the leakage signal somewhat -- 
though it did not eliminate it altogether. 


Another list member suggested the addition of "neutralization" of the 
1st IF amp -- V6. The idea appears to be to cancel the leakage 
component in the output of V6 by feeding some of it back to the input 
side of the filters with the right phase and magnitude to cancel. 
However it works, it DOES work. And it requires no "hack" work on 
the receiver. 


Connect a short length of insulated bus wire (about 3-4" to start) 

to the terminal strip at the front of the chassis where C68 ties to 
the shielded cable run to V7. Bend the wire around to the V5 side of 
the filter shield. Adjust the position and length of the wire to 
minimize the leakage signal -- put the selectivity switch in an 

empty position and its pretty easy to do by ear with just the 
calibrator as a souce. 


I found a position for the wire quite close to the side of the 
chassis, and just behind the trimmer shaft that almost completely 
eliminated the leakage. Its not perfect, but its a LOT better, and 
generally unnoticeable (down in the noise) now in all modes and 
filter positions. It is not destructive to the receiver at all, and 
can be removed in about 2 seconds if you want to sell the receiver to 
a purist (but why on earth would you want to sell a perfectly good 
75A4?)

The accessory you are referring to is the FS-4 Frequenct Synthesizer. This 
unit will allow tuning the C-Line to any 500 KC segment of the .5 to 30.0 MC 
spectrum without the need to install accessory crystals. HOWEVER, Drake 
specifically tells you NOT to operate the radio in the 2.3-3.0, 5.0-6.0 and 
10.5-12.0 MC ranges as well as parts of 12 other ranges (see the R-4C Crystal 
Frequency chart for specifics). 


>From the FS-4 manual: "The FS-4 will provide all the crystal oscillator 
injection signals for the R-4 series and T-4X series in 0.5 MC steps from 
11.1 through 40.6 MC, and the readout is direct." 


The synthesizer plugs into one of the accessory crystal sockets at the rear 
of the Receiver or on the side of the Transmitter. The radios MUST be used 
in the Transceive mode if the frequency tuned is other than one which has a 
crystal installed. For example, use of the radio on 160 meters with the FS-4 
hooked to the R-4C requires transceive mode because the T-4XC does not 
(normally) come with the 160 MC rock installed. IF the 160 MC rock is 
installed, split operation is possible. 


Leaving the synthesizer hooked up to the RX ot TX when not in use can and 
does effect the output of the LO adversley. Sherwood engineering provides a 
switching circuit to overcome this problem.

Well you guys with the foam guns are doing it the fast and easy way, but 
I've had 100% success so far shipping using crumpled up newspaper, which no 
one has mentioned. 


It has the virtue of being cheap and easy and can be done at home at 2 AM if 
need be. It also is amazingly time consuming to crumple up enough newspaper. 
But as I keep getting reminded, my time is not worth very much to the 
outside world. 


I've shipped all kinds of rigs, including those over 100 pounds, and never 
heard of any problems from anyone. 


I put the rig in a plastic bag, then pack crumpled newspaper around. If it's 
at all heavy or delicate it gets double boxed with each box having about 3" 
of crumpled newspaper on all sides if possible, which it sometimes isn't 
owing to the cartons available. 


Professional shippers have told me plastic peanuts are not acceptable for 
heavy objects unless restrained, since they will move around allowing the 
object to move to one edge. Newspaper does meet the criteria for a resilient 
packing material, though of course it isn't very weight-efficient. 


Ironically, the only outgoing shipping disaster I've had concerned a Ten-Tec 
Omni D that I shipped in the original carton, which used foam cylinders at 
each corner with cutouts for the radio, meaning that the radio was suspended 


at each edge and nothing else. 


It arrived in complete non-working condition with no visible damage to the 
box at all. Boards pulled out, broken, etc. 


The UPS inspector came by the consignee's house and pronounced the set "very 
well packed" (!) and said it must have been dropped from a great height. 
They required proof of the unit's value - I photocopied an old ad - and they 
paid to send it to Ten-Tec for an estimate, and paid TT's full bill of over 
$400 for what amounted to a complete rebuild. 


After his initial shock, the new owner was relatively pleased since he ended 
up with a radio that was up to the latest standards, tuned and aligned to 
factory specs and under warrantee. 


Funny thing is, I have absolutely no desire to go back to the BA days, which 
as I sort-of recall consisted of expensive wooden crates, excelsior, which 
works better as New York's motto, and Railway Express which frequently let 
the phone ring for a half an hour before answering it.
